Cable Vision cracking 
down on cable theft 


Cable Industries (CVI) is in 
the process of conducting a 
system wide security check for 
signal leakage. During this 
time the company will 
disconnect cable serving to 
people who have unauthorized 
service and begin enforcing a 
strict policy regarding 
unauthorized use of service. 

CVI inspectors will be 
looking for: illegal converter 
boxes tampering with cable 
lines and converter boxes, and 
unauthorized hookups. 
Unauthorized users will be 
given the opportunity to 
subscribe. Policy enforcement 
begins May 1st. 

Douglass Kelly, General 
Manager of Cablevision 
Industries said, "Many people 
don't realize unauthorized 
cable service also includes 
those instances where people 
move into a home, and find 
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that the cable service has been 
left on. Failure to report this is 
authorized use of service. 

Unauthorized use of cable TV 
service causes higher rates and 
poorer reception for all CVI 
customers. It can also cause 
interruptions in air-traffic 
control communications and 
rob the local government of 
important franchise fee tax 
dollars. According to Mr. Kelly 
"Unauthorized cable TV use is 
illegal, detectable and if 
unchecked can jeopardize the 
safety of а home". Violators 
are subject to a penalty of up to 
1 year in jail and a fine of up 
to $1000. 

Mr. Kelly urges anyone who 
thinks they, or someone they 
know, may be receiving 
unauthorized cable service, to 
call the office at 407-996-3086.

Pahokee High participates in SAT field trials 


Thirty-eight students at 
Pahokee Middle Senior High 
School were part of national 
event that will influence 
millions of their peers for years 
to come on Feb. 26: they 
participated in the latest and 
largest "field trials" designed to 
revise the SAT and other 
College Board tests. 

These studente were among 
the 257,000 from 2,400 schools 
nationwide and abroad who 
took sample two-and-a-half- 
hour test over the past two 
weeks. 

The purpose of the field trials 
is to guarantee the continued 
usefulness and fairness of these 
tests in the college admissions 
process. 

Test results will help 
establish final content, timing 
and statistical specifications for 
College Board's new 


Preliminary SAT/National 
Merits Scholarship Qualifying 
Test (PSAT(NMSQT), SAT-I 
Reasoning Test, and SAT-II 
Subject Tests (the expanded 
and revised" Achievement 
"Tests). The results also will be 
used to develop appropriate 
score scales and new test 
familiarization and score 
interpretation publications. 

The College Board and 
Educational Testing Service 
(ETS) have been developing 
these new versions of the test 
since 1988. The new tests will 
be closely linked to high school 
and college courses and will 
emphasize critical reading, 
verbal reasoning, mathematical 
problem sólving, data 
interpretation and applied 
mathematics. 

The new SAT-I Reasoning 
Test will permit the use of 


calculators, and optional SAT-II 
Writing Test with Essay will be 
added to the array of 
Achievement Tests that will be 
renamed SAT-II. The new 
PSAT/NMSQT will be 
introduced in fall 1993; the new 
SAT and writing test will make 
their debut in spring 1994.
